The  Early 
Days  off

Eleanor  McKinney  was  one  of  the  founders  of 
Pacifica  and  KPFA.  This  article  is  culled  from 
her  introduction  to  the  book  'The  Exacting 
Ear'  and  from  a  special  report  on  KPFA 's  his- 
tory written  in  January  I960. 

It  began  in  1946  when  Lewis  HilL  a  White 
House  correspondent  for  a  Washington,  D.C. 
radio  station,  left  his  job  and  traveled  to  Cal- 
ifornia with  an  extraordinary  idea.  Was  it  pos- 
sible to  bring  into  American  radio  the  human 
being  at  his  best- his  music,  thoughts,  art, 
controversies,  his  ancient  and  modern  accom- 
plishments and  conflicts?  Was  it  possible  that 
listeners,  given  the  chance,  would  voluntarily 
assist  in  this  adventurous  experiment  in  com- 
munication? 

With  a  few  friends  who  shared  the  excite- 
ment and  hope  of  this  idea,  Lewis  Hill  formed 
the  Pacifica  Foundation.  The  name  was  cho- 
sen not  for  the  Pacific  coast,  but  for  the  aims 
of  the  new  broadcasting  institution— to  ex- 
plore the  causes  of  strife  between  individuals 
and  nations  which  plague  mankind  with  war. 
The  potent  communicative  instrument  of 
radio  broadcasting  had  never  been  used  in  the 
serious  service  of  these  problems.  Nor  had 
radio  ever  been  able  to  provide  an  atmosphere 
of  freedom  and  diversity  which  would  attract 
serious  writers,  artists,  and  thinkers.  Limited 
advertising  was  first  envisaged  as  the  means 
of  supporting  the  new  experiment,  bul  by 
1948  the  concept  of  listener  sponsorship  had 
evolved. 

Pacifica  foundation  was  formed  then,  in 
the  San  Francisco  Bay  Area.  It  was  incorpora- 
ted as  a  nonprofit  educational  corporation. 
It  had  no  money,  no  prestige,  no  impressive 
list  of  celebrities  on  a  letterhead.  It  had  no 
organization  backing  it  It  was  simply  a  small 
group  of  individuals  with  a  vision,  and  the

I  first  heard  of  KPFA  in  1949  when  friends 
told  my  husband  John  and  myself  about  this 
wonderful  new  radio  sound  broadcasting  in 
Berkeley.  When  we  tried  to  tune  it  in,  however, 
we  couldn't  pick  it  up  -  the  Berkeley  Hills  shut 
us  off  from  the  signals  of  the  250- watt  station. 
In  August  1950,  KPFA  went  off  the  air,  and 
John  and  I  became  actively  involved  in  trying 
to  raise  funds  for  the  station.  The  effort  was 
successful,  and  KPFA  resumed  broadcasting 
the  following  May.  Even  though  a  series  of 
improvements  led  to  an  antenna  atop  Grizzly 
Peak  Boulevard  on  a  tower  relinquished  by 
a  bankrupt  commercial  station,  and  a  broad- 
cast power  of  59,000  watts,  John  and  1  still 
could  not  pick  up  KPFA  from  our  home  in 
the  Diablo  Valley.  But  the  audience  that 
heard  Alan  Watts  talk  on  "philosophy  east 
and  west"  {before  his  marijuana  days)  or 
heard  Josephine  Gardner's  inimitable  children's 
stories  had  greatly  increased. 

The  first  task  of  the  incorporators  was 
the  collection  (among  themselves)  of  a  small 
fund  to  mimeograph  a  comprehensive  radio 
prospectus  on  the  aims  of  the  new  Founda- 
tion, its  plans  and  its  budget.  An  exhaustive- 
ly detailed  booklet  was  produced,  outlining 
areas  of  programming  to  be  done,  equipment 
needed,  budget  required  —  and  so  forth. 
Lewis  Hil!  devoted  most  of  his  time  to 
the  presentation  of  the  prospectus  to  poten- 
tial donors.  Money  was  contributed  in  small 
amounts  from  individuals  all  over  the  United 
States-  -  but  never  enough  to  apply  for  a 
construction  permit  from  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission.  It  was  the  inten- 
tion of  the  group  to  begin  broadcasting  on 
AM,  since  FM  was  a  relatively  new  medium 
with  comparatively  few  sets  in  distribution. 
One  by  one  the  remaining  AM  channels 
were  allocated.  Finally  they  were  all  gone.

We  will  feature 
recordings  which  are  especially  notable  for 
careful  attention  to  technique,  including 
direct-to-disc  material  and  records  made  from 
digital  masters. 

In  addition  to  the  very  quiet  recordings 
made  with  Dolby-A  type  noise  reduction  that 
KPFA  listeners  are  accustomed  to  hearing,  we 
will  broadcast,  for  the  first  time  an' where  in 
the  world,  actual  digital  masters  reproduced 
on  one  of  several  digital  machines  in  our  stu- 
dios. 

In  conjunction  with  the  very  startling  im- 
provements in  noise  and  distortion  performance 
made  possible  by  our  new  transmitter  and  con- 
trol room,  these  special  stunts  should  result,  in 
a  landmark  broadcast,  the  legend  of  which 
will  reverberate  down  the  corriders  of  media 
history  as  long  as  listener-sponsored  radio  sta- 
tions ask  for  money,  as  we  will  again  on  that

Network

Thirty  years  ago,  as  the  McCarthy  tide  was 
rising,  KPFA  (and  Pacifica)  became  an  arena 
for  open  debate  and  discussion  about  this  na- 
tion's threatened  democratic  rights  and  insti- 
tutions. It  became  the  arena  for  the  presenta- 
tion of  alternative  political  and  cultural  views 
which  were  being  stifled  in  the  witch-hunt 
atmosphere  dominating  most  of  the  country. 

The  station  was  small,  intellectuaL  often 
academic  and  elitist  But  with  all  its  weak- 
nesses, it  was  one  of  the  only  progressive  and 
democratic  institutions  which  got  a  start  in 
that  dark  age. 

While  KPFA  was  growing,  the  labor  move- 
ment was  stifled  and  purged;  Hollywood  was 
stripped  of  many  of  its  most  talented  writers 
and  aTtists;  and  every  national  cultural,  poli- 
tical and  social  institution  -  from  the  media  to 
the  schools-  was  pressed  into  the  service  of 
the  Cold  War. 

In  spite  of  all  the  movements  we've  seen 
in  this  country  since  then,  the  effects  of  that 
purge  are  still  being  felt  Radical  intellectuals 
and  artists  are  stiU  a  rarity  in  Hollywood; 
there  are  some  "self-avowed  Marxists"  and 
radicals  permitted  to  teach  in  the  schools, 
but  in  most  cases  they  are  on  the  defensive. 
The  Civil  Rights  movement  was  stymied  by 
Bakke  and  Proposition  13. 

The  Labor  movement  is  weaker  than  ever, 
on  the  outs  even  in  the  DtmocTatic  party, 
where  it  is  now  considered  radical  to  defend 
Social  Security.  The  media,  fresh  from  its 
Watergate  triumph,  has  quietly  returned  to  its 
role  as  national  pacifier.  The  cmly  debates  we 
hear  of  through  the  media  are  among  a  series 
of  potential  presidential  candidates.  Thirty 
years  since  the  witchhunt,  and  what  have  we 
got?  The  same  stale  rhetoric  about  the  "poor 
business  climate"  and  the  "Soviet  threat" 

These  are  fantasy  problems,  and  we  have

In  this  space  next  month,  I  will  tell  you  more  about  our  plans  as  Pacifica  and  KPFA 
move  forward  into  the  1980's.  The  coming  years  promise  to  be  exciting  times  for  all  of 
us.

lemon  Aid 


BULK  MEAT 


by  Ken  McEldowney 


A  reader  recently  send  me  a  copy  of  the  food  section  from  a  1956  newspaper  and 
I  must  confess  hat  the  meat  prices  made  me  drool:  top  round  steak,  79  cent  lb  ■  rump 

"cent  lb6"'5  "  "  Cen'S  ""  Cr°SS  ^  r°aSt>  6?  CentS  lb-;  and  *«k3 

I  thought  of  those  food  ads  a  few  days  later  when  1  ran  across  several  stores  push- 
uig  bulk  meat  sales  One  was  the  usual  type,  offering  beef  sides  for  only  $24.25  a  week 
for  12  weeks  and  beef  hinds  at  14.88  a  week  also  for  12  weeks.  And  then  there  was 
the  ad  from  Sears,  which  has  added  f-ozen  meat  packages  to  its  more  usual  offerings  of 
vacuum  cleaners,  tools,  and  clothing.  I  could  buy  nine  pounds  of  New  York  cuts  for 
422.88  or  seven  pounds  of  top  sirloin  steak  for  $23.88. 

Spurred  on  by  the  realization  of  how  much  meat  prices  have  jumped  in  the  last  70 
years,  I  decided  to  investigate  further  to  see  if  I  could  save  money  by  buying  meat  in 

Sears'  meat  offer  was  fairly  easy  to  figure  out.  All  I  had  to  do  was  divide  the  total 
pnce  by  the  weight  and  compare  the  price  per  pound  with  what  supermarkets  were 
ottering.  As  I  expected,  some  cuts  cost  more,  some  less.  The  Sears  meat  was  not  a  bar- 
gain  I  could  have  done  better  by  buying  retail  -  but  that's  not  the  whole  story  Nothing 
in  the  Sears  ad  indicated  what  grade  the  meat  was.  Most  supermarket  meat  is  either 
Choice  or  Prime,  but  there  is  also  Good,  Commercial,  and  Ungraded  meat  The  fact 
that  a  grade  was  not  mentioned  leads  one  to  be  suspicious.  In  this  case,  the  suspicion 
was  justified.  The  meat  was  ungraded.  . 

The  other  ad,  with  the  beef  sides  and  hinds  takes  a  little  more  effort  to  figure  out 
and  the  small  print  is  very  small.  But  at  least  here  the  meat  is  USDA  Choice  and  Prime 
But  very  often  it  is  not,  so  be  sure  to  check  to  fine  print  on  any  ad  for  hanging  beef 
The  grading,  which  is  optional,  indicates  the  degree  of  marbling  of  fat  throughout 
the  meat.  The  more  marbling,  the  more  tender  the  meat  will  be.  Prime  is  the  most  ten- 
der, and  Commercial  is  the  least. 

Meanwhile,  back  to  the  small  print:  if  I  buy  at  least  300  pounds  of  meat  (for  exam- 
ple, a  side  of  beef),  I  can  also  buy  a  40  pound  bonus  pack  for  only  $8.50,  which  in- 
cludes chicken,  pork  chops,  country  ribs,  sausage,  and  hot  dogs.  This  information  is 
easy  to  read  since  it  blasts  out  of  the  page  in  large  type.  But  on  another  part  of  the  ad, 
in  letters  1/16  of  an  inch  high,  1  find  the  words,  "all  bonus  items  have  not  been  graded 
by  the  USDA!" 

In  addition,  there  are  other  problems  attached  to  buying  meat  by  the  side  or  hind 
quarter.  As  well  as  paying  for  usable  meat,  you  also  pay  for  fat,  trim  and  bone.  The 
ad  states  in  one  place,  "All  meat  sold  hanging  weight  subject  to  cutting  and  trim  loss," 
and  elsewhere,  "Yield  3."  There  is  no  explanation  as  to  the  meaning  of  "Yield  3"  and 
seemingly  no  indication  of  how  much  cutting  and  trim  loss  there  is. 

The  Yield  number  indicates  the  amount  of  loss.  Yield  1,  for  instance,  shows  that 
82  percent  of  the  hanging  weight  will  be  usable  meat,  and  Yield  3  only  72.8  percent. 
Yield  5  indicates  only  63.3  percent.  So  the  price  for  meat  in  the  Yield  3  ad  is  not  97 
cents  a  pound,  but  rather  $1.35!  But  that's  not  all.  The  company  also  tacks  on  an 
additional  10  cents  a  pound  for  "cut  and  wrap",  a  standard  charge.  But  that  charge  is 
based  on  the  hanging  weight:  thus,  the  final  price  you  pay  is  $1 .50  a  pound  for  the 
meat  you  use,  not  the  97  cents  the  ad  led  you  to  believe. 

However,  a  side  of  beef  can  still  be  a  bargain.  The  side  we  have  been  speaking  of 
will  give  you  roughly  100  pounds  of  steaks  and  roasts,  and  1 15  pounds  of  hamburger, 
chuck,  and  stew  meat.  If  the  average  price  of  $1.50  a  pound  is  less  than  what  you  would 
pay  for  these  items  at  retail  stores,  then  you  may  have  a  bargain.  But  the  odds  are  that 
the  price  will  be  roughly  the  same  because  bulk  beef  sellers  pay  the  same  wholesale 
price  as  do  the  supermarkets. 

One  last  point:  Of  the  200  pounds  of  usable  meat  on  the  beef  side,  only  15  pounds 
will  be  popular  steak  cuts,  and  nearly  65  pounds  will  be  hamburger  and  stew  meat.  In 
other  words,  a  third  of  your  meals  will  be  stew  or  chopped  meat  dishes. 

Generally,  it  is  a  better  idea  to  check  out  the  sales  at  different  retail  stores  and  then 
buy  the  cuts  your  family  uses  the  most  in  quantity,  and  then  stick  the  nieat  in.your 
freezer.

BETTER  HALF 


Dr.  Dennis  Stone,  a  doctor  in  San  Francis- 
co's Tenderloin  district,  who  makes  house  calls 
to  the  neighborhood's  indigent  senior  citizens, 
and  who  was  a  recent  guest  on  the  Better  Half 
program,  had  some  startling  observations 
about  his  long  neglected  patients.  When  asked 
about  the  suicide  rate  of  the  elderly  among 
his  patients,  Dr.  Stone  answered,  "The  suicide 
rate  is  the  highest  in  the  City,  about  two  each 
month."  He  added,  "No,  they  don't  commit 
suicide  violently,  like  using  a  gun  or  by  hang- 
ing themselves.  They  take  the  quiet  way,  de- 
liberately starving  themselves  by  refusing  to 
eat  or  purposely  missing  their  medication. 
Their  reasons  for  taking  this  way  out  are  not 
at  all  complex:  they  simply  refuse  to  go  on 
living  in  a  world  of  neglect  and  loneliness." 

When  asked  about  the  children  of  these 
unfortunates,  Dr.  Storte's  voice  betrayed  his 
outrage:  "Many  of  these  people,  fathers  and 
mothers  of  well-to-do  offspring,  have  been 
ignored  by  their  children,  who'd  rather  they 
not  be  around  because  they  find  them  inter- 
fering with  their  lifestyle.  However,  when  the 
elderly  die,  the  first  ones  on  the  scene  are  the 
children,  who  can't  wait  to  scrape  up  their 
few  miserable  belongings.  I  can  remember 
one  case  when  one  of  my  patients,  who 
could  have  made  her  life  easier,  chose  to 
keep  her  property  (in  this  case  a  house) 
so  that  her  children  might  be  her  heirs." 

Dr.  Stone  blamed  the  middle  class,  the 
proponents  of  such  gimmicks  as  Prop.  13, 
and  those  who  hate  the  weak  and  defense- 
less, "all  tax  burdens,"  for  the  unforgivable 
and  purposeful  neglect  of  the  weakest  of  our 
minorities.  When  asked  why  he,  a  doctor, 
chose  to  work  in  such  a  low  paying  job  when 
he  could  make  thousands  more  by  catering 
to  the  more  financially  affluent.  Dr.  Stone's 
reply  was  the  reiteration  of  a  long  missing 
value:  "I  was  raised  in  a  family  where  helping 
others  was  taught  to  us  as  an  ethic  and  not 
a  self-serving  exercise  in  personal  gratification." 

Although  Better  Half  champions  the  cause 
of  the  elderly,  we  are  just  as  interested  in 
those  approaching  old  age,  those  in  the  forty 
five  and  older  bracket.  In  past  and  future 
programs.  Better  Half  will  feature  guests,  es- 
pecially women,  who  through  no  fault  of  their 
own,  either  because  of  death  or  some  other 
personal  catastrophe,  find  they  must  begin 
earning  a  living  for  the  first  time,  or  return  to 
a  workplace  after  a  long  absence.  The  job 
discrimination  against  people  in  this  category 
is  widespread,  and  Better  Half  hopes  to  pub- 
licize and  perhaps  alleviate  some  of  the  handi- 
caps imposed  by  a  profit  system  which  con- 
siders people  over  forty  as  so  much  human  - 
scrap. 

Among  our  other  guests  will  be  public 
officials  who  are  genuinely  interested  in  legis- 
lation that  will  ban  discrimination  because  of 
age  or  sex.  The  Radical  Elders  Oral  History 
Project,  an  organization  dedicated  to  preserv- 
ing the  tradition  of  America's  radical  past, 
will,  from  time  to  time,  present  some  of  their 
interviewees,  whose  ages  range  from  65  to 
the  90's,  who  will  tell  us  about  America's 
glorious  radical  past  and  the  lessons  it  has  for 
today's  radicals.

SECRET'S  OUT  SPECIAL 

On  Saturday  April  28th,  The  Secret's  Out 
with  Bari  Scott  features  a  special  program 
hosted  by  Les  Walker,  titled  "Kathaisis." 

A  leading  avant  garde  musician  ,  Walker 
was  bom  (sun  in  Leo)  in  Newark  in  1943.  He 
studied  classical  piano  from  the  ages  of  seven 
to  fourteen.  During  the  fifties,  he  sang  rock 
and  roll  and  spirituals.  He  developed  jazz 
groups  as  early  as  junior  high  school,  and 
has  been  hooked  on  Creative  Black  music  ever 
since. 

During  his  formative  years,  he  played  with 
such  musicians  as  Woody  Shaw  (trumpet), 
Tyrone  Washington  (reeds),  Billy  Brooks 
(drums)  and  Larry  Young  (organ). 

He  was  introduced  to  the  avant-garde  scene 
while  attending  college  in  New  York  in  the 
sixties.  While  in  school,  he  met  drummer 
Steve  Reid  and  played  with  various  groups 
in  and  around  New  York.  After  receiving  a 
BS  in  Psychology,  he  was  drafted  into  the 
military  and  spent  two  years  in  Korea.  While 
overseas,  he  formed  a  trio  and  nurtured  his 
approach  to  the  acoustic  piano.  Upon  his 
return  to  the  states,  Walker  reunited  with 
Reid,  and  formed  Master  Brotherhood, 
which  also  featured  Joe  Rigby  on  reeds. 

Les  Walker  can  be  heard  on  the  albums 
Nova,  Rhythmatism,  and  on  his  solo  album

As  Easter  Sunday,  April  15,  draws  nearer, 
runners  are  warming  up  their  feet  for  KPFA's 
first  road  race,  Circle  Berkeley.

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LARRY  McCOMBS: 
Beedle  Urn  Bum 


Since  October  1976,  Beedle  Um  Bum  has 
been  providing  KPFA's  all  night  audience  with 
a  musical  mix  that  defies  categorization.  "I 
think  of  each  show  as  an  improvised  composi- 
tion," says  host  Larry  McCombs.  "Instead  of 
putting  together  individual  notes  on  an  instru- 
ment, 1  put  together  recorded  performances 
to  create  a  larger  work." 

Around  one  am.  each  Thursday  morning, 
Larry  struggles  up  the  steep  stairs  to  the  studio 
with  about  200  albums.  "Usually  I've  chosen 
the  opening  piece  ahead  of  time,"  he  says, 
"but  even  that  often  changes  when  I  hear  the 
last  sounds  of  the  preceding  show."  As  each 
song,  is  playing,  he  searches  through  the  boxes 
of  records  to  select  the  song  that  will  follow 
it  "The  nature  of  the  show  is  affected  by  my 
mood,  the  selection  of  records Tve  chosen  to 
bring  along,  the  calls  I  get  from  listeners,  and 
perhaps  the  phase  of  the  mooa  I'm  usually 
quite  surprised  at  the  final  results." 

Larry  grew  up  near  Bakersfield,  with 
1950's  rock  and  country  music  as  the  bottom 
layer  of  his  musical  education  (also  "good  old 
Methodist  hymns,"  he  adds).  After  teaching 
high  school  for  two  years,  he  happened  to  be 
in  Cambridge  just  as  the  Club  47  boom  was 
at  its  peak.  There  he  published  a  magazine 
called  "Folkin'  Around"  (later  "Sounds") 
that  tried  to  meree  folk  music  with  the 
emerging  rock  scene.  "A  high  school  kid 
named  Paul  Williams  wrote  a  column  on  city 
blues  for  my  magazine.  When  I  got  too  busy 
with  work  and  family  to  keep  up  publishing, 
he  started  his  own  similar  magazine.  That  was 
Q-awdaddy. " 

After  that,  Larry  became  involved  in  a  ca- 
reer as  author  and  editor  of  science  textbooks. 
This  took  him  to  Chicago,  Palo  Alto, 
San  Diego,  Santa  Cruz,  and  eventually  to  Berk- 
eley in  1972.  "Whenever  someone  would  come 
to  visit,  I'd  start  to  play  a  record.  Hours  later 
I'd  still  be  saying,  'Wait!  Listen  to  this  one!!' 
I  was  worse  than  a  home  movie  nut.  People 
told  me  I  should  be  a  deejay,  but  I  never  took 
them  seriously."  Then  >ane  Hunter,  a  veteran 
of  WBA1  in  New  York,  talked  him  into  visiting 
KPFA  to  see  what  might  happen. 

"We  started  doing  some  afternoon  pro- 
grams as  part  of  the  Traditional  American  Mu- 
sic collective.  The  station  was  going  off  the  air 
at  3  am  most  nights,  and  being  a  night  person, 
I  wanted  to  use  some  of  that  empty  time.  For 
several  months,  Larry  and  Jane  did  the  show 
together,  emphasizing  old-timey  blues  and 
country  music  (The  title  Beedle  Um  Bum 
comes  from  a  humorous  song  by  Blind  Willie 
McTell).    After  Jane  left  (due  to  problems 
keeping  up  an  all-night  radio  show  and  rais- 


ing two  young  ones  at  the  same  time)  Larry 
began  to  turn  the  late  hours  of  Wednesday 
night  into  an  eclectic  musical  mix  probably 
unmatched  anywhere  on  the  radio  diaL 

"They  could  never  get  me  to  be  consis- 
tent," Larry  explains.  "When  I  was  supposed 
to  be  a  science  student  in  college,  I  spent  my 
time  acting  and  singing  folk  songs.  When  I 
was  supposed  to  be  teaching  high  school,  I 
was  busy  hanging  around  Second  City  and 
writing  science  fiction.  Now  I  earn  my  living 
writing  and  editing  science  textbooks,  so 
you're  likely  to  find  me  casting  horoscopes 
or  playing  with  Polish  stamps, 

"I  want  to  know  everything  about  every- 
thing, but  I've  had  to  settle  for  knowing  very 
little  about  a  lot.  It  always  astonishes  me  to 
discover  how  far  you  can  stretch  a  little  know- 
ledge,' though.  People  are  always  taking  me 
for  an  expert  on  this  or  that.  Beneath  all  that 
apparent  depth,  I'm  really  a  very  shallow  per- 
son!" 

Larry's  eclecticism  is  proved  by  a  descrip- 
tion of  a  recent  show:  Selections  by  Bing 
Crosby,  Klaatu,  Charles  Trenet,  Holly  Near, 
Tomita,  Eddie  Jefferson,  Johnnie  Lee  Wills, 
Shel  Silverstein,  Dory  Previn,  Lou  Rawls, 
and  Senator  Robert  Byrd.  "For  me,"  Larry 
goes  on,  "the  highlight  of  that  show  was 
when  I  managed  to  get  from  Tom  Rush  to  Cab 
Calloway  in  three  steps  with  smooth  transitions 
all  the  way." 

Over  the  years,  the  Beedle  Um  Bum  show 
has  acquired  a  collection  of  dedicated  listeners 
who  contribute  by  coming  up  with  requests  thai 
extend  the  range  of  the  show  into  new  areas. 
"Night  people  are  wonderfuL  They  clean  up 
your  messes  and  keep  things  running  while  you 
sleep.  And  they're  outside  of  all  those  bounda- 
ries that  the  day  people  set  up:  good/bad,  hip/ 
square,  in/out. .  .the  weirdos  and  crazies  rule 
the  night  hours,  and  around  Berkeley  that  can 
get  pretty  strange.  I  love  it."  Larry  smiles,  and 
a  strange  gleam  comes  to  his  eye. 

Once  in  a  while,  Larry  is  lured  out  into  the 
more  "normal"  hours  to  play  records  on  the 
station,  but  he  vows  he'll  never  trade  away  his 
all-night  program  for  a  'prime  time'  show. 
"Daytime  is  too  jangly.  The  anarchy  of  the 
middle  of  the  night  is  much  more  mellow" 
he  adds.  Those  who  cannot  stay  up  for  Beedle 
Um  Bum  can  hear  Larry  on  the  evenines  of 
April  3rd  and  10th,  8  pm.  Leave  your  prejud- 
ices and  pigeonholes  in  the  closet!

YOUR  KIND  OF  POLITICS? 


Capitalism  is  the  unspoken  reality  of 
American  politics.  That  is  one  thing  the 
major  parties  agree  upon:  praise  capitalism 
(not  too  often  and  preferably  by  another 
name)  but  don't  discuss  it.  Preclude  ser- 
ious discussion  of  the  central  reality  of  our 
times. 

This  is  to  be  expected.  The  major  par- 
ties are  the  protection  agencies  of  corpor- 
ate capitalism.  They  are  committed  in  bi- 
partisan consensus  to  the  capacities  and 
limits  of  the  system.  It  is  their  job  to  keep 
corporate  capitalism  out  of,  "above" 
politics,  just  as  it  was  the  job  of  the  pre- 
Civil  War  Whig  and  Democratic  parties  to 
keep  slavery  out  of  politics.  They  failed 
then  because  determined  people  brought 
the  reality  of  slave  power  into  the  electoral 
arena,  giving  birth  to  the  Republican  party. 

It  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  Demo- 
cratic and  Republican  parties  will  succeed 
in  keeping  corporate  power  out  of  electoral 
politics.  If  they  do  they  will  only  be  doing 
their  job,  and  socialists  will  not  be  doing 
theirs. 


That  job  is  to  bring  capitalism  into 
politics  as  the  great  issue  of  our  time.  This 
newspaper  is  committed  to  beginning  the 
job  and  to  seeing  it  through.  It  is  a  job 
whose  time  has  come. 

The  existing  socialist  parties,  either 
through  sectarian  elitism  or  failure  of 
nerve,  also  have  evaded  the  task,  or  ob- 
structed it.  As  if  in  a  silent  partnership 
with  the  major  parties,  they  have  brought 
aid  and  comfort  to  the  bipartisan  consen- 
sus and  thus  share  responsibility  with  the 
major  parties  for  the  impasse  in  American 
politics  and  for  the  low  level  and  shallow 
content  of  campaign  debate. 

This  newspaper  is  committed  to  helping 
break  the  impasse,  by  doing  its  job  as  a 
socialist  organ  of  news  and  opinion. 

The  first  step  is  to  break  with  both  the 
sectarian  legacy  of  the  socialist  left,  and 
the  timidity  and  incapacity  of  the  social 
reform  tradition.  We  intend  to  speak  to 
corporate  capitalism  as  the  great  issue  of 
our  time,  and  to  socialism  as  the  popular 
movement  that  will  meet  it.

The  following  people  have  been  asked  to  participate  in  a  live  discussion  in  our 

studios.  At  Folio  press  time,  not  all  could  confirm  their  participation: 

Ray  Dolby  is  the  inventor  and  philosophic  muse  of  the  audio  noise-reduction 
system  that  bears  his  name,  and  of  Dolby  Laboratories.  The  advent  of 
Dolby  noise-reduction  was  directly  responsible  for  the  practicality  of 
two  new  recording  media  which  are  in  universal  use  today:  multitrack 
mastering/mixdown  and  consumer  music-cassettes.  Only  the  Dolby  FM 
process  stirs  debate  among  the  knowledgable. 

Tom  Stockham  is  the  President  of  Soundstream,  Inc.,  a  company  that  leases 
the  use  of  its  own  digital-encoded  recording  system,  and  has  recorded 
the  masters  for  many  high-quality  "audiophile"  discs. 

Roger  Pryor  is  the  General  Manager  of  the  Sony  Digital  Audio  Division, 

which  presently  markets  a  series  of  systems  which  can  record  digitally- 
encoded  audio  on  conventional  videocassette  cecorders. 

Tom  Scott  works  for  Francis  Ford  Coppola's  American  Zoetrope  film  com- 
pany as  sound  consultant  for  the  Vietnam  epic  Apocalypse  Now.  He 
remains  the  technical  director  for  the  Record  Plant,  Sausalito. 

Jeremy  Lanstnan  is  a  founder  and  owner  of  KFAT,  a  commercial  FM  station 
in  Gilroy,  California  with  a  small  but  disproportionately  rowdy  listener- 
ship.  He  has  survived  several  notorious  escapades  in  radio-land  with  the 
equally  disreputable  Lorenzo  Milam. 

Doug  Maisel  is  Production  Director  of  KPFA. 

Lee  Felsenstein  is  a  pioneer  in  digital  technology,  the  designer  of  the  first  fully- 
integrated  microcomputer,  the  SOL- 20.   He  is  the  founder  of  Golemics, 
involved  in  communications  applications  of  microcomputers. 

George  Craig  is  a  former  chief  engineer  at  KPFA,  and  is  a  well  respected  Bay 
Area  recording  engineer.  He  is  the  Chief  Engineer  at  KSAN  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. 
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Report  from 
Pacifica

In  November  of  1978,  the  Pacifica  National 
Board  created  a  Committee  on  Communications 
Policy,  which  would  work  with  Pacifica's  FCC 
counsel  in  presenting  the  Foundation's  positions 
on  matters  of  policy  to  the  FCC,  Congress,  and 
other  relevant  bodies. 

Cm  January  8th,  Pacifica  filed  with  the  FCC 
its  brief  in  opposition  to  the  proposal  to  limit 
fund-raising  to  90  hours  a  year.  Pacifica,  in  its 
brief,  stressed  the  uniqueness  of  listener-spon- 
sored radio  in  its  dependence  on  its  audience 
and  its  independence  from  government  and 
business. 

We  pointed  out  that  any  FCC-imposed  lim- 
itation on  fund-raising  activities  would  clearly 
discriminate  against  listener- sponsored  stations, 
"in  favor  of  (public)  stations  which  are  largely 
govemmentally  or  institutionally  funded  and 
which  only  incidentally  derive  income  from 
listeners." 

Pacifica  went  on  to  point  out  that  such  a 
limitation  "would,  without  question,  threaten 
the  existence  of  such  organizations  as  Pacifica, 
and  conceivably  force  them  to  reorient  their 
basic  principles  in  order  to  survive." 

Coming  to  the  heart  of  the  matter,  Pacifi- 
ca reminded  the  FCC  that  "such  intrusion  by 
the  Commission  into  the  primary  organization- 
al ideals  of  these  licensees  (listener- sponsored 
non-commercial  broadcasters)  is  unacceptable, 
particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  ul- 
timate practical  effect  will  be  a  diminution 
in  the  diversity  of  available  voices." 

When  it  was  appointed,  the  CommuniciH 
tions  Policy  Committee  was  faced  with  three 
interrelated  FCC  proceedings.  The  FCC  was 
conducting  its  own  broad-ranging  inquiry  in- 
to the  question  of  who  should  be  eligible  to 
own  a  non-commercial  license.    Next  to  the 
threatened  limit  on  fond  raising,  perhaps  of 
greatest  concern  to  Pacifica  was  the  proposal 
that  noncommercial  stations  should  be  con- 
trolled locally  rather  than  by  a  national  or- 
ganization. The  Commission  had  also 
announced  proposed  rules  which  would  lim- 
it a  noncommercial  organization  to  seven  FM 
licenses  (Pacifica  now  holds  six). 

The  question  of  local  (as  opposed  to  nat- 
ional) control  is  a  controversial  one  within 
Pacifica  at  this  point  The  Committee  filed 
with  the  Commission  a  useful  discussion  of 
Pacifica's  experience  with  its  present  board 
system.  The  discussion  was  designed  to  edu- 
cate the  Commission  and  to  provide  a  back- 
ground for  its  consideration  of  the  issues: 

"As  the-Commission  is  well  aware,  Pa- 


cifica is  the  only  multi-state,  listener- 
sponsored  broadcast  group  in  the  U.S.  and 
has  historically  supported  the  objectives  of 
localism  and  diversity." 

Pacifica  described  its  two-level  structure 
(see  March  Report  from  Pacifica).  It  pointed 
out  that  in  our  experience  "this  structure  has 
been  both  a  strength  and  a  weakness."  The 
Commission  was  reminded  that  the  structure 
has  allowed  Pacifica  to  grow  from  one  station 
transmitting  250  watts  in  Berkeley  30  years 
ago,  to  a  five-station  group  whose  signal  is 
accessible  to  approximately  80%  of  the  pop- 
ulation in  California  and  about  20%  of  the 
population  in  the  country. 

Pacifica  was,  at  the  same  time,  candid  about 
the  weaknesses  it  has  experienced  with  the  sys- 
tem. We  pointed  out  that  "Pacifica's  local  ad- 
visory .boards  have  experienced  some  uncertain- 
ty regarding  their  role  with  respect  to  station 
affairs  and  with  respect  to  the  entire  Pacifica 
organization." 

The  FCC  was  told  that  the  question  of 
whether  actual  control  of  stations  should  be 
delegated  to  the  local  boards  was  one  on 
which  Pacifica  has  not  taken  a  position  and 
the  Committee  was  referring  it  back  to  the 
whole  organization  for  guidance. 

Pacifica  raised  with  the  FCC  the  question 
of  whether  it  is  appropriate  for  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment through  the  Commission  to  be  in- 
volved in  telling  noncommercial  broadcasters 
what  their  internal  structure  should  be. 

The  KPFA  local  board  has  taken  the  posi- 
tion that  the  government  has  no  right  to  dic- 
tate Pacifica's  choice  of  structures. 

The  upcoming  meeting  of  Pacifica's  nat- 
ional board  in  Washington  will  be  considering 
Pacifica's  position  on  these  and  related  ques- 
tions. 

The  Communications  Policy  Committee  in- 
cludes Ralph  Engleman,  WBAI  local  board 
Chairperson,  Greg  Lewis,  WPFW  local  board 
treasurer,  Steve  Bemer,  former  chairperson  of 
the  KPFT  board,  and  is  chaired  by  Peter 
Franck,  former  Chairperson  of  the  KPFA  board. 


Tfie  March  'Report  from  Pacifica'  erroneously 
stated  that  KPFA  and  WBAI  have  experimented 
with  the  election  of  representatives  from 
active  local  support  groups  to  the  local  boards.

too  many  real  ones  to  be  distracted  and  fooled 
again.  The    objective  criteria  for  change, 
for  anger,  and  for  action  are  there,  and  they 
are  becoming  more  compelling  each  day.  And 
things  will  get  worse.  So,  where  can  we  go  and 
what  can  we  do? 

I  think  that  a  first  step  for  us  here  in  the 
Pacifica  radio  stations  is  to  create  a  national 
network,  composed  of  local  broadcast  outlets, 
for  the  democratic  discussion  of  alternatives 
to  the  present  crisis  in  our  lives,  as  well  as  in 
our  society  as  a  whole. 

Over  the  past  year,  I've  talked  with  count- 
less people:  friends,  co-workers,  community 
activists,  and  artists.  I've  noticed  a  repeated 
theme:  angry  frustration.  Some  say  they're 
fed  up  with  their  jobs.  Some  say  they'  re  fed 
up  with  politics.  Some  say  they  feel  helpless, 
unable  to  be  active  in  their  communities, 
stymied  by  indecision,  tired  of  the  constant 
repitition  of  the  same  grind,  and  unable  to 
feel  the  creative  energy  that  once  provided  the 
spark  and  the  direction.  But  the  worst  part 
of  it  all  is  that  every  single  person  expressing 
these  feelings,  without  exception,  also  expres- 
ses a  feeling  of  total  isolation  from  others. 

Here,  then,  are  three  staggering  problems: 

1)  The  major  democratic  institutions  of  our 
society  are  not  carrying  out  their  functions 
as  places  for  democratic  debate  about  the 
options  before  us  as  a  people. 

2)  We  are  facing  a  continued  rapid  deterior- 
ation of  our  living  conditions,  and  we  can 
expect  little  improvement  in  the  future. 

3)  Progressive  people  of  all  kinds  feel  frustra- 
ted, impotent  and  isolated. 

The  issue  is  not  how  we  can  change  all  of 
this  quickly,  but  rather,  where  can  we  start? 
Is  there  a  road  out  of  this  morass,  or  perhaps, 
how  do  we  build  such  a  road  and  what  will  be 
its  direction^ 

When  economists  talk  of  the  requirements 
for  economic  development,  they  first  speak  of 

establishing  an  infrastructure  (those  roads  and 
communications  systems  necessary  for  econo- 
mic growth).  Progressive  people  in  the  United 
States  also  need  to  discuss  how  to  create  the 
basic  institutions  necessary  for  us  to  be  effect- 
ive in  working  for  change.  We  are  an  under- 
developed country  -  not  economically,  but  po- 
litically and  culturally. 

Returning  to  the  three  problems: 

1)  We  need  an  arena  for  the  discussion  and 
debate  on  how  to  proceed:  the  communica- 
tions infrastructure.  We  need  to  work  out  the 
strategies  for  reversing  the  disintegration  of 
democracy,  and  for  expanding  opportunities 
for  popular  expression. 

2)  We  also  need  an  arena  for  the  distribution 
of  information  about  how  people  can  survive 
in  hard  times,  how  people  all  over  the  country 
are  finding  ways  to  survive. 

3)  We  need  another  arena  for  discussion  of  the 
"why's"  of  the  current  situation.  Why  is  this 
happening  to  us  and  why  are  so  many  people 
blaming  themselves? 

There  are  any  number  of  possible  ways  to 
begin.  KPFA  News  has,  for  example,  raised  the 
issue  of  an  alternative  presidential  campaign  in 
1980  as  the  focus  for  discussion  of  alternatives 
in  a  public  forum.  But  a  more  permanent  sort 
of  structure  is  needed. 

This  arena  must  be  national  in  scope,  involv- 
ing activists  for  social  change  throughout  the 
country,  in  order  to  overcome  regional  chauv- 
inism and  isolation.  Berkeley  is  no  longer  the 
"vanguard,"  New  York  is  no  longer  "where 
It's  at,"  and  Washington  is  no  longer  "the  place 
you  have  to  be."  We  need  Cincinnati,  St. 
Louis,  Omaha,  Northern  Minnesota,  the  great 
plains. 

The  arena  must  also  be  local:  it  has  to  be 
rooted  in  the  specific  conditions  and  particu- 
lar struggles  of  a  local  area.  Otherwise,  dis- 
cussion and  debate  will  again  be  isolated 
from  the  people  we  arc  trying  to  reach.  The 
result  would  be  more  sectarianism  and  pom- 
pous generalities. 

We  need  an  arena  for  the  widest,  most 
democratic  debate  among  people  from  all 


over  the  country  in  every  locality. 

Pacifica  radio  was  born  out  of  the  dark- 
ness of  McCarthyism,  a  period  which,  in  many 
ways,  is  the  origin  of  our  current  isolation 
and  the  continued  failure  of  democratic  in- 
stitutions. Pacifica  radio  is  now  more  valuable 
and  more  undervalued  than  ever. 

KPFA  is  one  of  five  "major  market"  radio 
stations.  We  are  connected  to  a  growing  move- 
metn  of  community  radio  stations,  which  the 
Carnegie  Commission  Report  on  Public 
Broadcasting  called  a  movement  "in  the  Pa- 
cifica tradition." 

Yet,  the  Pacifica  stations  still  ignore  the 
possibilities  and  responsibilities  of  national 
programming:  national  distribution  of  locally 
produced  documentaries  and  concerts,  nat- 
ional syndication  of  an  alternative  newscast, 
closer  ties  to  the  National  Federation  of 
Community  Broadcasters  (NFCB),  which  is 
the  representative  of  the  growing  community 
radio  movement.  Our  much  vaunted  "dedica- 
tion" remains  self- con  so  ling.  We  work  our- 
selves to  the  bone  in  impossible  conditions 
and  we  let  everyone  know  it.  Yet,  when  it 
comes  to  a  discussion  of  how  to  make  our 
work  here  in  Berkeley  or  in  New  York  or 
Houston  relevant  to,  or  even  available  to, 
a  national  audience,  we  tremble  with  the 
fear  of  losing  our  current  small  consolation: 
the  self-righteousness  of  people  with  little 
or  no  clout  who  can  always  say  we  were 
right  all  along." 

The  Pacifica  stations  and  the  NFCB  stations 
have  a  role  to  play  as  the  voice  of  voiceless 
frustrated  people  of  all  colors  and  both  sexes, 
people  who  want  to  get  out  of  this  rut 

Let's  get  on  with  it  If  we  decide  to  do  it, 
the  money  can  be  raised.  The  idea  is  in  the 
air.  The  technology  is  there  if  we  press  for 
access  to  the  new  Public  Radio  satellite  system. 

For  the  past  month,  and  through  April  15th, 
we've  been  taking  a  look  at  the  past  thirty 
years  of  history  as  seen  by  the  Pacifica  stations. 
Once  our  celebrations  and  retrospectives  are 
over,  it  will  be  time  for  something  new. 

It  will  be  a  wrenching  experience  for  Pa- 
cifica workers  and  listeners  alike.  People  in 
this  country  are  looking  for  that  new  demo- 
cratic arena,  an  outlet  for  their  anger,  and 
a  means  to  express  their  aspirations.  First 
amendment  radio  should  welcome  the  task.

The  Early 
Days  of

The  group  applied  for  an  FM  channel,  and  on 
November  20,  1948,  the  FCC  issued  a  con- 
struction permit  for  KPFA,  authorizing  an 
FM  station  of  1000  watts.  In  January  1949, 
the  Foundation  members  had  a  critical  de- 
cision to  make.  They  had  SM.OOO  in  the 
bank.  This  was  not  enough  to  build  a  sta- 
tion and  operate  it  for  any  length  of  time.  Yet 
two  years  of  fund-raising  had  been  spent,  with 
little  likelihood-of  raising  much  more  without 
an  actual  station  to  demonstrate  its  worth. 
The  group  met  to  decide  whether  to  return 
the  funds  to  their  donors  and  give  up  the  pro- 
ject, or  take  a  leap  in  the  dark  and  go  ahead 
with  what  they  had.  This  meant  spending 
about  $10,000  for  construction  of  a  minimum 
station,  with  the  grave  prospect  of  having  to 
raise  operating  funds  concurrently  with  actual 
radio  operations. 

A  phrase  was  coined  in  the  discussion  which 
determined  in  later  years  KPFA's  staff  policy  - 
by  which  it  time  and  time  again  survived  ap- 
parently hopeless  financial  dilemmas-  "in  a 
crisis,  take  the  risk,  and  expand."  With  full 
awareness  of  the  extreme  difficulties  ahead, 
the  group  decided  to  undertake  an  interim, 
experimental  operation  of  KPFA. 

KPFA-Interim  would  serve  as  a  small  labor-' 
atory  from  which  its  full  scale  broadcast  activ- 
ities would  later  emerge.  The  station  would 
operate  on  an  interim  power  of  550  watts  at 
the  downtown  center  of  Berkeley,  California. 
The  signal  would  serve  the  Berkeley-Oakland 
sector  on  the  eastern  shore  of  S.F.  bay,  parts 


of  San  Francisco,  and  twenty  miles  south  of 
San  Francisco  on  the  peninsula. 

An  engineer,  Edward  Meece,  was  immed- 
iately employed  and  he  arrived  in  Berkeley  on 
January  19th  to  take  charge  of  constructing 
the  station.  A  lease  was  signed  for  part  of  the 
top  (6th)  floor  of  an  office  building  on  Janu- 
ary 1 6th,  as  the  location  for  studios  and  trans- 
mitter. Used  transmitter,  audio  and  recording 
equipment  were  ordered  new  from  a  distribu- 
tor. Large  parts  of  the  station's  speech  input 
and  audio  circuits  were  custom  built  by  the 
engineer  and  volunteer  assistants. 

For  three  months  KPFA's  first  staff  of  4 
people  built  the  physical  equipment  and  the 
actual  program  schedule  of  the  new  station  - 
assisted  by  friends  and  other  volunteers  who 
became  interested.  Lewis  Hill  was  station  di- 
rector, and  Chairman  of  the  Pacifica  Founda- 
tion. He  was  a  former  news  editor  and  broad- 
caster at  KYA;  director  of  the  Washington 
ACLU;  White  House  and  Senate  correspond 
dent,  Washington  Post  (WINX);  staff  announ- 
cer at  WMAL-Blue  Network,  Washington,  and 
a  former  grad  student  in  English  and  Philo- 
sophy at  Stanford. 

Eleanor  McKinney  was  KPFA's  first  pro- 
gram director.  Formerly  a  writer-producer  at 
NBC,  San  Francisco,  she  had  coordinated  the 
United  Nations  broadcasts  on  NBC  at  its  first 
sessions  in  San  Francisco.  Edward  Meece, 
KPFA's  first  chief  engineer,  had  been  an  en- 
gineer at  WMRP  in  Flint,  Michigan,  and 
KWEI  in  Weiser,  Ohio.  KPFA's  Music  Direc- 
tor was  Amcrico  Chiarito,  former  editor  and 
publisher  of  the  Portland  Music  Review,  or- 
ganizer of  the  Portland  Orchestra,  and  com- 
poser, pianist  and  cellist. 

After  three  months  of  intensive  work  -  - 
building,  equipping  and  painting  the  studios 
and  office,  KPFA's  staff  went  on  the  air  at  3 
pm  on  April  15,  1949,  two  hours  after  laying 
the  carpet  in  its  just  completed  Studio  A.  It 
was  a  deeply  moving  moment  A  vision  with 
3  years  hard  work  behind  it  had  become  con- 
crete. Oa"  a  tiny  station  in  Berkeley  a  new  ex- 
periment in  the  history  of  radio  communica- 
tions had  actually  begun.  No  one  knew  wheth- 
er the  station  would  survive  the  first  six 
months.  Indeed,  the  local  press  predicted  that 
it  was  too  idealistic  a  project  to  survive  that 
long.  But  there  it  was  -  -  and  though  the  staff 
had  funds  to  operate  only  one  month,  they  in- 
tended to  witness  all  the  rest  of  the  vision  com- 
ing true. 

The  interim  station  had  an  unexpected  im- 
pact on  the  public  consciousness  of  segments 
of  the  whole  region.  Certainly  never  before  in 
radio  had  so  creative  and  ambitious  a  program 
schedule  been  attempted  by  so  few  with  so 
little  money.  There  was  no  attempt  to  imitate 
any  of  the  formalities  or  verbal  artifices  of 
commercial  radio.  Announcers  spoke  in  the 
microphone  as  they  talked  naturally,  consid- 
ering the  listener  to  be  a  single  individual  to 
be  addressed  as  directly  as  one  would  a  com- 
panion. There  was  no  concept  of  addressing 
avast  auditorium  with  a  mass  audience.  When 
mishaps  occurred  they  were  explained  -  - 
"the  tape  just  got  tangled  up"  or  "the  music 
you  hear  in  the  background  is  leaking  from  the 
other  studio  where  they  are  rehearsing  the 
next  program."  "Technical  difficulties  beyond 
our  control"  and  other  "anonymous"  radio 
remarks  were  never  used. 

KPFA's  programs  were  confined  to  four  cat- 
egories: Music,  Public  Affairs,  Children's  pro- 
grams and  Drama  and  Literature.  These  were 
presented  without  fanfares,  themes  or  theatri- 
cal devices.  Duration  of  programs  were  de- 
signed to  fulfill  content  or  natural  conclusions. 
A  cushion  period,  or  "Miscellany"  was  insert- 
ed periodically  to  take  up  extra  time  consumed 
in  programs  running  over.  The  result  of  these 
piactices  was  a  radical  change  in  the  atmos- 
phere of  broadcasting  -  a  renewal  of  its  address 
to  the  individual. 

More  than  forty  percent  of  the  program 
schedule  was  live,  and^fn  the  first  five  months 
of  broadcasting  600  program  participants  ap- 
peared in  the  station's  programs. 

The  station's  small  staff  ambitiously  sched- 
uled live  drama,  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
radio  artist's  union,  AFRA,  and  a  large  number 
of  professional  radio  actors.  After  a  few  weeks 
the  weekly  dramas  were  suspended  since  they 
required  so  much  time  for  writing  and  produc- 
tion. Dramas  from  the  BBC  were  substituted, 
although  occasional  productions  from  local 
little  theatre  groups  were  produced  on  the  air. 
As  KPFA's  wealth  of  programs  were  heard 
for  the  first  time  on  the  air--  it  became  appa- 
rent to  listeners  that  an  extraordinary  center 
of  activity  in  widely  varied  areas  of  commun- 
ication existed.  Curious  visitors,' attracted  by 


the  unheard-of  informality  and  address  to  the 
individual,  wandered  up  to  the  offices  of 
KPFA  and  offered  to  help  if  needed.  It  became 
a  familiar  jest  that  listeners  were  trapped  once 
they  set  foot  inside  the  station.  For  soon  they 
were  volunteer  engineers,  or  undergoing  a 
training  process  for  announcing  (it  was  liter- 
ally necessary  to  train  announcers  to  speak 
like  themselves-  -  and  not  like  an  imitation 
of  dulcet  sincerity!).  Or  the  listener  was 
learning  to  use  the  mimeographing  machine 
or  doing  clerical  work,  or  any  number  of  the 
endless  tasks  confronting  KPFA's  small  staff. 
Soon  a  large  volunteer  staff  participated  in 
the  regular  work  of  the  station. 

Subscriptions  from  listeners  began  to 
trickle  in,  as  soon  as  the  strange  concept  of 
paying  for  a  radio  service  you  could  get  for 
nothing  began  to  be  comprehensible.  Lists 
of  donors  to  other  causes  were  explored, 
and  individual  conferences  with  persons  who 
might  be  willing  to  contribute.  It  was  policy 
of  Pacifica  that  no  money  was  ever  to  be 
accepted  with  any  strings  affecting  station 
policy  attached.  Donors  had  to  be  persuaded 
to  give  funds  to  an  organization  that  was 
neither  a  charity  nor  a  business  -  but  a  "cause." 

For  fifteen  months  the  experiment  contin- 
ued, obtaining  during  that  period  270  subscrip- 
tions from  its  small  audience.  The  painfully 
difficult  task  of  raising  operating  costs  to  meet 
each  week's  operation  confronted  the  staff 
with  almost  insurmounatable  obstacles.  Often 
salaries  could  not  be  met,  and  the  staff  was 
frequently  working  without  salaries.  The 
broadcasting  schedule  and  community  response 
had  far  exceeded  expectations,  but  it  was  ap- 
parent that  the  station  must  reach  a  larger  po- 
tential audience  if  it  was  to  grow.  The  Foun- 
dation decided  to  terminate  the  experiment 
as  a  successful  one  in  terms  of  the  fulfillment 
of  its  capacity  to  do  the  job  on  the  air,  and 
to  seek  funds  to  enlarge  the  signal  and  main- 
tain operating  costs  for  a  more  extensive  ex- 
perimental period. 

When  the  staff  announced  on  the  air  that 
KPFA— Interim  was  to  cease  operations,  the 
telephone  began  to  ring,  and  listeners  began  to 
appear  in  the  station's  offices,  demonstrating 
their  intense  interest  in  the  new  radio  phenom- 
enon and  pleading  that  the  experiment  con- 
tinue. At  their  suggestion,  a  public  meeting 
of  KPFA  listeners  and  subscribers  was  an- 
nounced to  plan  how  to  continue  broadcast- 
ing. It  was  an  overwhelming  experience  to  the 
discouraged  staff  to  see  the  meeting  place 
crowded  with  listeners  who  had  come  to  value 
the  station  so  much  they  were  determined  to 
devote  their  energies  and  money  to  its  surviv- 
aL  A  working  fund  of  $2300  was  raised  immed- 
iately, and  vigorous  committees  and  volunteer 
workers  plunged  into  work  of  fund-raising.  The 
intensive  campaign  was  waged  for  nine  months. 
Strangers  to  each  other,  but  joined  in  the 
common  bond  of  interest  in  KPFA,  former 
listeners  to  the  station  worked  together  with 
extraordinary  devotion.  Some  worked  ten 
hours  a  day,  six  days  a  week. 

In  the  summer  of  1951,  after  nine  months 
off  the  air,  KPFA  returned  to  the  air  with 
1000  subscribers  and  a  3000  watt  transmitter. 
Community  enthusiasm  for  its  idea,  and  its 
previous  demonstration,  had  given  the  project 
new  life.  In  November  1951,  the  Fund  for 
Adult  Education  of  the  Ford  Foundation 
gave  Pacifica  a  three  year  grant  of  $150,000. 
Three  years  later,  by  April  1954,  there  were 
over  3360  subscriptions.  By  its  9th  year,  its 
roster  was  6400  subscribers. 

By  the  time  this  article  was  written,  in 
I960,  "KPFA  had  passed  the  experimental, 
pioneering  stage  of  its  demonstration  of  listen- 
er subscription  radio"  but  had  ancicht  equip* 
merit,  had  nine  full-time  and  nine  part-time 
staffers,  and  was  still  struggling  financially. 
To  a  certain  extent,  times  have  not  changed. 
Though  today,  KPFA  's  budget  has  increased 
substantially,  and  it  is  embarking  on  a  new 
decade  with  state  of- the-art  equipment 
and  a  new  transmitter,  the  goals  set  by  Lewis 
Hill,  and  restated  by  Ms.  McKinney  still  remain 
true  for  KPFA,  for  Pacifica,  and  for  Pacifica's 
other  stations: 

. .  Jo  promote  the  full  distribution  of  public 
information. 

. .  .to  engage  in  any  activity  that  shall  contrib- 
ute to  a  lasting  understanding  between  nations 
and  between  individuals  of  all  nations,  races, 
creeds  and  colors. 

. .  .to  promote  the  study  of  political  and  eco- 
nomic problems,  and  of  the  causes  of  religious, 
philosophical  and  racial  antagonisms. . . 
. . .  to  promote  and  aid  creative  activities  which 
will  enrich  the  standards  of  art  and  entertain- 
ment in  the  community.

determination  to  see  that  vision  become  a 
practical  reality. 

But  reception  problems  continued  to  exist. 
Early  in  1949  it  had  seemed  that  FM  was  the 
wave  of  the  future.  KPFA  publicity  reported 
that  FM  set  production  had  increased  35% 
over  1947  production.  But  alas,  the  bubble 
burst  People  who  wanted  to  hear  KPFA  could 
not  find  FM  sets  at  a  reasonable  price.  A 
friend  of  ours,  Rudy  Pederson  of  Lafayette, 
put  his  electronics  shop  to  work  for  KPFA. 
Rudy  and  John  designed  "The  Subscriber" 
and  supplied  the  capital  with  Pacifica  founder 
Lew  Hill's  somewhat  skeptical  consent  A 
thousand  sets  were  built,  and  I  even  put  in 
some  of  the  screws  myself. 

Then  John  and  1  went  house  to  house, 
demonstrating  the  sets  where  letters  indicated 
there  were  prospective  subscribers  with  re- 
ception problems.  Most  of  our  efforts  were 
confined  to  the  Diablo  Valley  (around  Wal- 
nut Creek),  but  on  one  occasion  I  recall  we 
went  to  a  listener's  party  in  Marin.  Malvina 
Reynolds  was  there  with  her  guitar.  She  was 
a  KPFA  fan,  too. 

Building  an  audience  was  slow.  Even  with 
some  larger  contributions  there  was  never 
enough  money  for  operations,  let  alone  for 
publicity.  Strains  inside  the  station  led  to  a 
staff  turnover  with  Hill,  the  founder  and  men- 
tor, resigning  and  gone  for  a  year.  Wallace 
Hamilton,  a  newly  hired  Public  Affairs  and 
News  Director,  was  thrust  into  the  breach  as 
Manager.  By  the  time  Hill  returned  in  1954 
as  President  of  the  Pacifica  Foundation  (rather 
than  as  "Chairman"),  the  initial  close  organi- 
zation of  friends  -  many  of  them  conscientious 
objectors  in  the  forties-  who  shared  a  syndical- 
ist belief,  had  given  way  to  a  more  structured 
organization.  At  that  time,  Bill  Triest,  one 
of  the  incorporators  in  1 946  and  a  member  of 
the  staff,  accepted  a  job  with  the  new  non- 
commercial station  in  San  Francisco,  KQED 
(where  he  still  works).  Another  old-timer, 
Dick  Moore,  also  left  He  went  to  KQED-TV, 
where  he  later  served  as  Manager. 

John  and  I  withdrew  from  active  parti- 
cipation inside  the  station.  While  we  were 
gone,  Lewis  Hill  committed  suicide  (at  the 
end  of  August,  1957).  He  was  a  poet,  philo- 
sopher, and  idealist,  wracked  with  arthritic 
pain.  We  had  heard  his  charismatic  effect  on 
a  live  promotion  audience  which  we  had 
gathered  in  Lafayette,  and  seen  the  magic 
work  on  a  potential  subscriber  listening  as 
we  demonstrated    The  Subscriber."  The 
early  files  I  have  preserved  as  Pacifica  histor- 
ian are  full  of  his  influence  in  shaping  "the 
Project."  His  vision  was  humanistic  and 
broad,  not  sectarian,  and  not  "cause-minded" 
though  his  personal  convictions  against  war 
had  resulted  in  his  imprisonment  His  death 
was  a  shock  and  a  loss. 

Gertrude  Chiarito,  who  had  been  with 
KPFA  during  its  very  early  days  (the  station, 
during  that  first  period  before  August  1950 
was  known  as  KPFA  INTERIM),  rejoined  the 
station  as  subscriptions  clerk,  and  when 
KPFK.  began  in  1959,  extended  her  work  to 
include  the  Los  Angeles  subscriptions  as  well 

Terry  Drinkwater,  now  with  CBS  News, 
then  fresh  from  Pomona,  was  instrumental 
to  Pacifica  as  the  fifties  gave  way  to  the  sixties. 
He  served  as  KPFK's  first  manager,  and  later, 
as  executive  Vice  President,  he  was  in  New 
York  helping  turn  WBA1  from  a  commercial 
FM  station  into  a  Pacifica  station.  When  WBAI 
joined  us,  1  returned  to  Pacifica  in  Berkeley 
to  help  absorb  some  of  the  administrative  load, 
this  time  as  a  paid  staff-member. 

At  that  time,  Pacifica  found  itself  in  trouble 
with  people  who  did  not  understand  or  like  its 
free-speech  philosophy.  WBAI  was  accused  of 
being  Cornmunist  because  it  broadcast  part  of 
the  New  York  Communist  convention.  Those 
critics  ignored  the  fact  that  Drinkwater's  docu- 
mentary on  George  Lincoln  Rockwell  and  the 
Nazis  was  also  being  broadcast  at  the  same  time. 
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Pacifica's  station  in  Houston  was  also  organ- 
ized by  a  journalist,  Larry  Lee,  who  served  as 
lis  first  manager,  and  suffered  through  its  first 
year  problems,  which  included  two  bombings 
during  KPFTs  first  8  months  in  1970.  A  mem- 
ber of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  was  apprehended  on 
his  way  to  California  to  bomb  KPFA  and  KPFK 
and  was  charged  with  that  offense,  rather  than 
with  bombing  the  Houston  station.  Larry  came 
to  KPFA  in  1971,  was  manager  for  a  short 
time,  and  then  moved  on  to  KSAN,  a  commer- 
cial station  that  was  allowing  a  great  deal  of 
freedom  for  its  staff.   It  is  my  opinion  that  his 
life  at  KPFA  had  been  complicated  by  the  up- 
surge in  Third  World  demands.  Pacifica  people 
everywhere  were  sympathetic  with  the  struggle 
for  recognition  by  the  underdog  of  whatever 
color  or  persuasion.  However,  some  of  the 
new  voices  were  making  demands  that  the 
station  could  not  meet  Some  groups  demand- 
ed space  and  salaries  that  KPFA  did  not  have, 
and  autonomy  the  FCC  regulations  did  not 
allow. 

Strikes  for  unionization  took  KPFA  off 
the  air  twice.  In  1 963  the  strike  occurred  just 
after  the  Pacifica  stations  were  granted  license 
renewals  in  an  historic  FCC  review  of  a  series 
of  complaints  on  program  issues.  The  strike 
was  complicated  by  a  demand  for  a  union 
(which  would  have  been  granted  without  a 
strike)  and  a  demand  for  rehiring  Elsa  Knight 
Thompson,  the  strong  KPFA  program  director 
whose  friends  and  enemies  created  turmoil 
at  the  station.      The  second  strike  came 
in  1974,  and  again  took  the  station  off  the 
air.  As  Administrative  Secretary  to  the  Mana- 
ger, I  suffered  a  split  personality  in  these  con- 
flicts. 

Interstation  cooperation  in  Pacifica  devel- 
oped slowly.  There  was  some  exchange  of  staff. 
Alan  Rich,  for  example,  had  been  on  the  KPFA 
staff  in  1954  as  Music  Director.  At  that  time 
he  also  typed  the  Folio,  hunt  and  peck,  as  he 
composed  it.  President  Harold  Winkler,  who 
succeeded  Lewis  Hill,  hoped  to  use  Alan's  tal- 
ents to  create  classical  music  programs  that 
could  be  sent  around  from  station  to  station. 
Thus,  Alan  went  to  WBAI,  in  New  York  City, 
the  primary  source  at  that  time  of  record  re- 
leases. But  the  plan  was  defeated  by  technical 
problems.  Tape  fidelity  was  not  yet  good 
enough:  KPFA's  first  day  of  broadcasting  had 
been  live  from  necessity  as  well  as  from  intent 
The  station  had  to  borrow  a  tape  recorded  in 
the  early  days,  tape  was  expensive  and  not  very 
good.  I  still  have  a  library  of  music  I  taped  in 
the  fifties  for  home  use  from  those  KPFA 
broadcast, .The  tapes,  full  of  ripples,  sit  in  a 
closet,  unplayable.    The  tape  KPFA  used, 
even  as  late  as  the  sixties,  was  "plastic"  tape, 
and  deteriorated  easily.  Mylar  (polyester)  was 
not  common  at  KPFA  or  WBAI. 

By  the  sixties,  KPFA  had  expanded  to  its 
current  physical  size.  The  first  studios  were 
located  at  2054  University  Avenue,  a  tiny 
space  on  the  sixth  floor  of  the  building.  The 
station  moved  to  its  current  location  at  2207 
Shattuck  in  1952,  though  at  that  time  you 
could  only  turn  left  at  the  stairs.  By  the  time 
I  began  my  paid  employment,  in  1960,  the 
station  had  expanded  to  the  right  of  the 
stairs,  and  into  the  vast  empty  rooms  that 
have  since  become  the  music  room,  Folio 


office.  Newsroom  and  other  offices.  In 
1968,  a  third  converted  apartment,  at  2217 
Shattuck  Avenue,  was  acquired  by  Pacifica 
as  space  for  the  newly  formed  Pacifica  Tape 
Library.  The  best  programs  of  WBAI  and 
KPFK  were  shipped  to  the  tape  library,  and 
lined  the  halls  and  offices  as  we  catalogued 
them.  Tom  Green  had  been  learning  the  com- 
puter on  the  side  while  he  was  the  KPFA  pub- 
licity director.  When  he  became  Pacifica's  first 
computer  director  for  subscriptions,  he  put 
the  entire  tape  library  into  the  machine. 

By  the  time  all  the  improvements  were 
made,  as  the  years  continue  to  roll  by,  I  feel 
much  as  some  visitors  once  did  when  they 
came  to  the  station  to  look  at  the  location 
of  their  old  apartments  -  where  they  had  a 
bed,  where  they  took  a  bath  -  and  saw  a 
thriving  station  where  once  they  had  lived.

MaazeL,  to  some  of  Kate  Wolf  s  just-recorded 
sessions  soon-to-be-a-major-lD-record.  And 
we  will  also  present  direct- to- disc  Bach  and 
digital  Herbie  Hancock.  As  the  jewel  in  the 
proverbial  lotus  of  this  unique  day  of  broad- 
casting, KPFA  will  host  a  colloquium  -  when 
you're  over    thirty,  decorum  requires  that 
you  call  them  colloquia  -  -  yes,  a  colloquium 
on  the  future  of  the  Broadcast  and  Recording 
Arts,  featuring  a  clutch  of  technological 
heavies  including  the  much-feared  Jeremy 
Lansman,  mercifully  associated  with  an  ob- 
scure commercial  station  in  far-off  Gilroy. 

Despite  the  emphasis  on  doing  things  right, 
the  sense  of  the  day  will  not  be  of  gleaming 
soul-less  perfection  (as  if  KPFA  were  capable 
of  it!).  Phil  Elwood,  the  dean  of  KPFA  pro- 
grammers, will  present  his  usual  mid-day  jazz 
and  blues  program,  and  Helga  Lohr-Bailey  talks 
to  William  Mandel  during  her  World  Press  pro- 
gram. At  around  eight,  clear-eyed  sixties  survi- 
vors such  as  Larry  Bensky  will  bring  you  state 
of  the  art  jazz,  rock,  and  music  of  that  ilk. 

In  addition,  you  will  be  informed  on  the 
nature  of  direct- to- disc  recording  and  digital 
recording-  what  they  are,  and  what  they  mean 
to  the  future  of  recorded  sound. 

Thirty  years  ago,  KPFA  began  broadcast- 
ing in  a  rinky-dink  studio,  using  a  second-hand 
transmitter.  We've  come  a  long  way  since  1949. 
and  we  hope  to  prove  it  on  Easter  Sunday.  So, 
give  a  listen  -  find  friends  with  the  best  audio 
equipment  and  con  them  into  letting  you  hear 
the  day  on  their  electronic  paraphernalia-  and 
join  us  in  a  day-long  salute  to  Pacifica,  to  the 
Recording  Arts,  and  to  the  end  of  our  fund- 
raising  celebration.

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LISTENER 
SURVEY 
RESULTS 


In  December  of  last  year,  KPFA  conducted  its  first  listener  survey  in  two  years.   The 
response  was  overwhelming.  We  received  almost  1 500  surveys  in  the  mail.  Of  those, 
roughly  1300  were  from  subscribers  and  about  200  were  from  listeners  who  do  not  sub- 
scribe. Thirteen  hundred  represents  over  10%  of  the  total  number  of  KPFA  subscribers, 
which,  by  any  measure,  is  an  astounding  return  on  a  survey  of  this  kind.  While  we  feel 
we  deserve  a  pat  on  the  back  for  the  tremendous  response,  we  hesitate  to  be  too  self- 
congratulatory  because  tabulating  the  results  turned  out  to  be  a  much  greater  task  than 
we  had  originally  anticipated.  Consequently,  we  were  unable  to  tabulate  all  the  surveys. 
For  a  variety  of  reasons,  it  became  necessary  to  choose  an  arbitrary  cut-off  point.  There- 
fore, the  results  as  printed  here  represent  approximately  1000  responses,  including  al- 
most all  of  the  200  non-subscribers.  The  results  from  both  groups,  incidentally,  did  not 
differ  significantly. 

The  most  gratifying  aspect  of  the  results  for  alt  KPFA  staff  was  that  response  to  our 
program  offerings  was  as  diverse  as  the  program  schedule  itself.  Virtually  every  program- 
mer and-every  program  was  mentioned  at  least  once.  This  was  encouraging  in  light  of 
our  belief  that  there  is  probably  something  on  KPFA  for  everyone.  The  diversity  of 
response  does  not,  however,  guarantee  that  because  a  program  was  mentioned,  it  will 
necessarily  remain  on  the  air  indefinitely,  nor  does  a  poor  showing  necessarily  jeopar- 
dize a  program  because  of  bad  ratings.  Rather,  the  intent  of  the  survey  was  to  let  us 
know  what  our  core  of  listeners  enjoys  and  reacts  to  most.  We  recognize  the  built- 
in  limitations  of  such  a  survey,  and  we  acknowledge  that  certain  types  of  people  are 
more  likely  to  respond  than  others.  Undoubtedly,  many  programs  on  KPFA  have 
oudicnces  among  segments  of  the  community  who  did  not  choose  to  answer  the  sur- 
vey, or  whom  the  survey  did  not  reach.  8ut  among  those  who  did  respond,  certain 
patterns  emerge. 

In  some  respects,  the  survey  confirmed  findings  ot  previous  surveys  and  listener 
response  via  mail  or  phone-in  programs.  The  most  popular  (if  we  can  use  that  old 
hated  high  school  phrase)  programs  were  the  same  ones  which  ranked  high  on  our 
last  survey.  The  are  the  KPFA  News  {the  weekday  evening  broadcast  ranked  high- 
est among  newscasts),  the  Morning  Concert,  AM/FM,  Sleepers!  Awake  with  Bill 
Sokol,  Jazz  Blues  with  Phil  Elwood  and  Chris  Strachwitz,  and  the  Morning  Reading. 
After  the  front  runners,  there  were  a  series  of  second-string  programs  with  sizable 
audiences.  Among  these  are  Shoutin'  Out  with  Mama  O'Shea,  Pig  in  a  Pen/Panhandl 
Country,  women's  programs  in  general,  William  Mandel,  World  Music,  Behind  the 
News.  Music  from  the  Hearts  of  Space,  "Not  Tonight,"  and  Fruit  Punch. 

Detailed  results  are  printed  below  as  requested  by  a  large  number  of  responders.  For 
those  who  urged  that  we  carry  out  changes  mandated  by  the  results,  the  only  fair  re- 
sponse is  that  the  survey  was  too  limited  to  draw  any  sweeping  conclusions.  It  can 
serve  as  a  guide  for  future  programming  changes  (and  most  certainly  will),  but  it  cannot 
be  used  as  some  sort  of  iron-clad  referendum  for  change.  Nonetheless,  we  learned  a 
great  deal  from  the  experience,  and  enjoyed  the  interaction  with  listeners.  Tabulating 
the  results  was  both  fun  and  tedious.  Again,  diversity  was  the  key  -  from  the  prison  in- 
mate who  responded  that  he  was  "captivated  "  by  his  residence,  to  the  person  who 
listens  because  "you're  all  out  of  your  minds."  To  paraphrase  KPFA  staffer  John  Rieger, 
the  survey  was  one  that  only  a  KPFA  listener  could  love.  Apparently,  many  of  you 
appreciated,  at  least,  our  interest  in  your  listening  habits,  your  likes  and  dislikes,  your 
view  of  what  we  do.  We,  in  turn,  appreciate  your  time  and  attention.  While  not  every 
survey  result  was  included  in  our  tabulations,  one  or  more  of  us  did  get  a  chance  to 
look  at  each  and  every  survey,  and  read  each  and  every  comment.  No  one  sent  us  a 
survey  in  vain.  The  whole  process  has  made  us  feel  more  a  part  of  our  community  « 
a  community  which  we,  in  whatever  way  we  can,  try  to  serve  as  best  we  can.
